Herbert Hoover Stands Behind G. O. P. 
Protective Tarriff Policy, Business is Told 


DAYTON, O., 
Sept. 7 —A bandit 
was killed here this afternoon when 
he attempted to hold up tho North 
Dayton branch of the Dayton Savings 
and Trust company, here. 
The gunman walked into tho hank 
during the noon hour and Issued his 
“hands up!” command. 
Patrolman Edward Boehner, who 
was in the bank fired upon the man 
who dropped dead In his tracks. 
Police are searching for the dead 
man’s possible accomplices. 
Today’s frustrated bank robbery re­ 
calls the successful holdup of the 
same institution about five ye ars ago 
by Fred Nichols, 
local contractor, 
now serving a term In the Ohio peni­ 
tentiary at Columbus. 
Nichols, who was reputed to have 
amassed a fortune of a minion dollars 
In government contracts during the 
World war, suffered 
financial 
re­ 
verses and in an attempt to recoup 
his losses, held up arid looted the 
bank, making his getaway with $25,- 
OOO In cash. 
Ten days later the contractor was 
arrested and confessed the holdup. 
AU of the missing money was recov­ 
ered, Nichols tried and convicted and 
sentenced to a long term In the peni­ 
tentiary. 
Nichols’ plea for 
a pardon 
was 
granted six months ago by Governor 
Donahey and he was released from 
prison at that time.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Determln 
el to make the tariff a vital issue in 
the presidential campaign, the Repub 
lican national committee today launch 
ed a new effort to convince American 
business that Herbert Hoover stadds 
behind the 
traditional 
Republican 
protective tariff policy 
The purpose of the drive will be to 
win to Hoover the customary business 
support in the east that has followed 
Republican 
presidential 
nominees 
since the beginning of the century. 
The Republican leaders hoped to stop 
the drift of busbies mea to Governor 
Alfred E Smith, which started with 
the naming of John J. Raskob as his 
campaign manager. They also plan to 
eiim inr'e the ie&at suspicion about 
Hoover’s conservatism on the tariff. 
Tariff Vital Issue. 
The Republican national committee, 
in recent anouncements, has stress­ 
ed the importance of the tariff to 
American business, labor and Indus­ 


try. 
Senator Charles Curtis, the Re­ 
publican vice presidential nominee, 
made the tariff his keynote In opening 
the Maine campaign. O ther. speakers 
will be sent into every Atlantic sea 
board state to boast of Republican 
prosperity under teh Republican tar­ 
iff rule and to warn against the dan 
ger of economic depression if the 
Democrats win in November and Int 
Mate tariff reforms. 
For the first tim® too, the tariff 
wfll be praised in the midwest as a 
farm relief measure. The farmers will 
be told, as they were in Iowa during 
Hoover’s visit to his home state last 
month, that the tariff can go far to­ 
ward solving their 
problems. 
This 
has been a Republican doctrine in 
congressional circles but no concert­ 
ed effort bas been made previously 
to preach It universally to the agri­ 
cultural belt. 
Quote from Textbook. 
The 1928 Republican textbook, to be 
widely circulated, declares; “No one 


policy has contributed so much to 
America’s continued supremacy in the 
world of trade as the protective tar­ 
iff.” It adds that the tariff is not a 
“Chinese wall.” as imports have In­ 
creased 63 per cent since ths present 
law was enacted. 
The book includes a Hoover tariff 
pronouncement, made 
in 
October, 
1926. 
“I well recollect that at the time the 
tariff law was 
passed,” the 
book 
quotes Hoover as saying, “it was pre­ 
dicted It would destroy our foreign 
trade, yet under it our foreign com­

have both reached the highest vol­ 
ume known in all the peacetime his­ 
tory d o u r country. . . . . . . . . 
“It was predicted that this tariff 
would make the rich richer Mid the 
poor poorer but there never' was in 
the history of tho ■ country so little 
poverty and so wide * diffusion of 
comfort as there Ie todsf,”

Five tax increasing: proposi­ 
tions— two bond issues and three 
special levies—will 
face 
East 
Liverpool electors at the general 
election on Tuesday, November 
8, if legislation which is being 
prepared today is approved by 
council at a special meeting to­ 
night. 
Proposal Defeated in 19*6. 
The bond propositions wfll call for 
$230,000, of which $180,000 will bo 
for the erection of a new municipal 
building on the Sixth street lot and 
$50,000 for a Central fire station on 
the site of the present, down town sta­ 
tion in St. Clair avenue and Broad­ 
way. 
The tax levies, which will be sub­ 
mitted, include two for the firemen's 
and police pension funds. Council will 
ask the voters to approve or reject 
levies of one tenth of one mill each for 
the two funds. Legislation calling for 
a .75 mill levy for the city hospital 
has already been adopted by council 
and certified to the election board. 
A $200,000 bond Issue for a new 
municipal building, 
submitted 
two 
years ago, was defeated by more thou 
IOO votes 
Mayor Belledom recently' 
announced 
that he woulA not ask 
| council to approve the city hall and 
fire station propositions but at a cau­ 
cus s ess ion of council leaders held 
this week it was decided to call the 
vote. 
Pass Pension Fund Ordinance. 
Resolutions submitting tho bond is­ 
sues must be In tho hands of tho 
election hoard tonight in order to go 
on the November ballot. Tho legisla­ 
tion for proposed pension laws need 
not be filed with the election board 
until September 15, according to City 
Solicitor Frank Hoover. 
At a meeting of council last night, 
ordinances creating the pension funds 
were passed on three readings under 
suspension of the rules. 
Solicitor 
Hoover explained that the systems 
must first be established before the 
voters could be asked to ratify a levy 
for the maintenance of the funs. He 
said that neither of the two ordi­ 
nances would become effective unless 
funds were provided through action 
of council or by a vote of the people. 
Councilmen expressed the opinion 
that the electors would he given an 
opportunity to vote on pension levies. 
and the 
solicitor was Instructed to 
prepare 
the 
resolutions. 
Attorney 
Walter Stevenson, counsel for the po­ 
lice and firemen, and a delegation of 
policemen attended the meeting. 
Plan To Vacate Sidewalk. 
The ordinance committee was in­ 
structed to bring in an ordinance at 
the next meeting providing for 
the 
vacating of the east sidewalk in Col. 
lege street below Third street and the 
Pennsylvania railroad tracks. This ac­ 
tion was taken following the receipt 
of a petition from the Steubenville, 
East Liverpool & Heaver Valley Trac­ 
tion company, who seek to widen tho 
approach to the East Liverpool end of 
the Ohio river bridge.

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Three Taxation Issues 
Af least three special proposals calling for additional 
lax levies probably will be submitted to East Liverpool 
voters at the general election on November 6, when na 
tional, state, district and county governm ents will be se 
lectcd. 
Council already has adopted a resolution authorizing a 
vote on a pro po s til .75-mill tax for maintenance, repnirs 
and equipment af the City hospital which is partly sup­ 
ported by taxation, but is dependent, In the main, upon 
its earnings. 
Vote, too, is expected to he called upon proposed pen 
aion systems for the police and fire departments. Mem­ 
bers of the two departm ents have outlined a plan w hit Ii 
provides for one tenth of a mill levy for each system. 
or one-fifth of a mill for the two f u n d s . 
As was done 
In the City Hospital association proposal, council Is ex 
ported to subm it this two fold plan to the people. 
W ithout taxation aid, the hospital association would 
be unable to operate the "West Fifth street Institution, 
for Income from paying patients Is too meager. 
And, 
too, no small sum is required to meet tho expense in­ 
volved In caring for patients who are unable to pay. 
Unless rates were increased, and such course would 
encounter opposition for It would prove burdensome to 
the sick, there Is no m eans to pay for necessary Im­ 
provements at the hospital. 
Police and firemen propose a pension system under 
which department members would receive a percentage 
of their monthly salaries upon retirement after serving 
JO years. 
The fate of the three proposals Is in the hands of the 
taxpayers. 


W omen In Politics 
At this time an interesting discussion is being car­ 
ried on concerning the part women voters are to play 
in deciding the November election, speculation mostly 
being devoted to the number in which they will attend 
the polls. 
In this connection it might be pointed out th at if 
the woman vote is a t all proportional to the active cam ­ 
paign work women are doing in each of the major par­ 
ties, it will be a tremendous one. 
And the women are 
filling many 
im portant 
positions 
on 
committees 
for 
both the Republican and Democratic parties. 
There is in illustration the case of New York state, 
where the unusual situation is found of women head­ 
ing both the Democratic and Republican state com­ 
mittees. 
The sudden death at the age of 45 of George 
K. Morris, chairman of the Republican state commit­ 
tee there, placed Miss Sarah Schuyler Butler as titular 
head. 
She Is the daughter of Nicholas Murray Butler, 
head of Columbin university. 
Again, In the case of the Democrats, the state ch air­ 
m anship in New York became vacant through the resig 
Br ion of Lieutenant-Governor Edwin Corning by reason 
of ill health. 
And Mrs. Caroline 0 ‘Day, the vice ehair 
man. became active chairman. 
Women, so it seems, are performing much of the 
Active work of this campaign In many of the states. 
This would appear to w arrant the impression they like 
politics, new as it is to most of them, and that they are 
likely to vote in proportionately larger percentages than 
the men do.

One of the New York dramatic writers finds the moral 
garbage of the metropolis too much for him, and breaks

"The theater today Is in a rotten condition and there 
Is no use denying it. 
Its stages reek with the plainest

Filth floods the platforms 
from one end of New York to the other, and trickles 
out of New York into the other American cities. 
The 
meritorious drama, save in Isolated instances, Is neglect 
cd entirely for the kind of drama that goes after box 
office money with cheap and contemptible pornography. 
"It is all very comfortable to say that such things will. 
lf left alone, in due time run their course, but comfort 
Is one thing and fact is another. 
Dirty plays, plays 
•without the slightest degree of quality to offer in ex­ 
tenuation, have been left alone by the professional m or­ 
alist for two years now —and with what result? 
W ith 
the result that they are getting dirtier and dirtier and 
more and more popular as time goes on." 
It Is easy for any decent person who attends shows, 
«;• reads about them, to agree with this criticism, and to 
admit that something ought to he done before things get 
much worse. 
Public taste does not always reassert it­ 
self to purify the moral tone of drama or anything else. 
There is such a thing as slow. Insidious corruption of 
the public taste, until Indecency comes to seem the 
Boma! thing and there are no more standards fit to judge 
by. 
Censorship is under a clould, because so often in late 
years censorship of art and morals has been stupid or a r ­ 
rogant. 
Dictatorship of any kind is unwelcome In this 
Jand of free, individualistic traditions. 
Yet lf does begin 
to look as if a moral dictator In the realm of American 
dram a might be a good thing.

Nearly 50 years ago re­ 
lations were so friendly

Samoan chiefs that it was possible to establish a naval 
station there, and Binc-< the beginning of th* twentieth 
century the islands have formally by international treaty 
a n i cession of the natives been under the control of the 
t ’nifed States. 
Because of the great open spaces in the Pacific ocean 
it is hard to realize that these islands are almost as 
far from Hawaii as the distance across the North At­ 
lantic. 
Dots In that great expanse, they afford anchor­ 
ages for American ships where supplies can he obtained, 
and where oil burning naval vessels can put in to take 
on oil. 
If is obvious now, after the flight of the Southern 
Cross, that American Samoa and the mere pin points on 
the m ap helcnging to this country 
Howland, Baker, 
J a r \ is. Christmas, Palmyra, and W ake islands 
may af 
ford stepping stones for aircraft. 
Who knows blit that 
they will become* busy, though tiny, communities In an 
air age Just as Indianapolis and ether inland towns be­ 
came great railroad centers as a result of the advance 
of the Iron horse? 
Rome of the Islands have musical names, sinh as 
TutuiJa, Aunuu, Tau, Olosega, and Ofu, the last three 
comprising the Manna group. 
Rose and Swains Islands 
are Samoan even lf the appellations sound as though 
they might he found Just off Blackwell’s. 
Of volcanic formation they are all mountainous, the 
island of Tutuila affording a 
harbor that 
Is 
known 
throughout the Pacific as a haven. 
In the worst storms 
ships ran an* hor In Pago Pago, that unusual hay which 
is formed In the crater of a volcano, one side being open 
to the sea. 
There is located the American Naval S ta­ 
tion, manned by sixteen officers, who under the com­ 
mandant supervise the islands, and a complement of 
around 150 enH«fed men. 
In an equable tropical climate which supports life 
abundantly with breadfruit, yams, taro, coconuts, and 
bananas, natives exhorted to Industry by their chiefs 
gather and prepare copra for sale to toiletry m anufac­ 
turers. 
This product, which Is the dried m eat of the 
coconut, yields oil, and is purchased by American and 
European firms to he m ade Into coconut butters and 
sra p s—Bom times Into salad oil. 
At the request, year­ 
ly voted, of the natives the government handles the copra 
contract. 
By the system of asking for bids and by 
their better Information, officials are able to make the 
best bargains with the contractors. 
Benefit by Past Experience. 
Just as parents discipline their children for their good, 
so the United States protects Its people by certain regu 
latlons. 
F or instance, to help the Samoans help them ­ 
selves. there is an edict that they may not sell their land. 
In this way white men, Am ericans or foreign, can not 
ultimately push them Into reservations by depriving 
them of their property. 
T hat this has proved beneficial to the natives of 
Samoa Is demonstrated by the receipts they obtained 
from the sale of copra last year. 
They received only a 
little less than $100,000 for the crop that Is their source 
of revenue, and which enables them to pay taxes and 
have cash for the few things It is necessary for them 
to buy. 
The taxes made possible by this money-making enter­ 
prise provide for the establishm ent of schools, and for 
building roads, draining swamps, and repairing build­ 
ings. 
Organized on a loosely communistic system, the fam­ 
ily Is the unit of local government. 
All labor Is done 
for and the rew ards turned over to the family. 
In turn 
the Individual is provided for by the group. 
It depends 
upon the energy, ambition, and eloquence of tho head of 
the family whether or not the family prospers. 
If a 
Samoan is sufficiently Inspired he can do the hardest 
kind of work. 
The question arises as to how much the Samoans 
should he urged or educated to work. 
Their wants are 
few. the climate is not adapted to industry, and they are 
a happy lovable, peaceful people suited t o and by their 
environment 
contented with the simple life which a 
bounteous Nature provides for them. 
The men are splendidly built, tall and muscular, not 
given to corpulence 
When young the girls have beauti­ 
ful figures 
Poft black hair, sometimes wavy, straight 
noses, and high foreheads suggest the European type. 
Naturally hospitable and generous, the Samoans have 
not yet heen imposed upon by foreigners and they give 
st 'urgers a cordial welcome. 
Work, play, religion, feast­ 
ing, anything is an occasion for singing, even the lan­ 
guage being musical. 
They also love dancing, holding 
b'Mh singing and dancing contests. 
Fond of the water, 
they will spend hours swimming, fishing, and paddling. 
Attend Christian Worship. 
Under the American government the population has 
increased to $724 probably due to improved methods of 
hygiene as well as the cessation of wars. 
W hereas for­ 
merly two-thirds of the Samoans died tn Infancy, under 
the care and education of American doctors aud nurses 
and the new trained Samoan nurses, this great loss has 
heen reduced. 
Iii addition to good medical care and sanitary Inspec­ 
tion. there are other new world prequisites in these is­ 
lands now. such as 28 miles of road fit for automobiles, 
bus service from the naval station to villages, a hank, 
schools, refrigerating and electrical machinery, and a 
JKI st office.

dential campaign. 
bowman dispatched telegraphic in­ 
structions to all adm inistrators calling 
th' ir attention to the fact that the dry 
bureau is under civil service regula­ 
tions, which 
prohibits 
political ac­ 
tivity. 
The 1928 campaign m arks the first 
pre-election fight in which federal pro­ 
hibition officials and agents have not 
taken an active part in politics. 
In 
form er campaigns 
the 
dry 
agents 
owed their appointm ent to politics and 
in many cases enforcement operations 
virtually were suspended during 
the 
election battles. 
bow m an's w arning was supplement­ 
ed by the civil service commission 
which also notified prohibition 
em ­ 
ployes that they m ust devote their en­ 
tire attention to enforcement nm! that 
w hile they may vote, their political 
activities 
must be confined to 
just 
that. 
Similar 
instructions were sent to 
th e coast guard and customs service 
by the treasury. 
Specific 
treasury regulations 
pro­ 
vides that "an officer shall not use his 
official authority to influence or co­ 
erce the political act of any person 
or body.’’

Sewer Legislation 
Will Go On Ballots 


Action on Seventeenth S treet Project Taken 
Special Meeting o f Council; Cost Es­ 
timated at $18,000.

WELLSVILLE, O., Sept. 7 — Legis­ 
lation enacted several months alto, au­ 
thorizing the construction of a drain­ 
age sewer for the Seventeenth street 
district, at an estimated cost of $18,- 
000. will be submitted to a vote at the 
general election in November as a re­ 
sult of action last night by city coun­ 
cil at a special meeting. 
Resolution 
of necessity authorizing the vote was 
passed unanimously. 
r Jerk George 
Hardman 
was 
In­ 
structed to certify a copy of the legis­ 
lation to County Auditor Elmer Walk­ 
er for the completion of tax calcula­ 
tions. This will he done today. 
The 
issue will then be submitted to the 
Columbiana county board of 
deputy 
state supervisors of election and the 
board will place It on Wellsville bal­ 
lots. 
Prior to definite action by council 
last night, a discussion of the Seven­ 
teenth street drainage conditions re­ 
vealed a number of interesting angles 
in connection with the project. 
Engineer McGill definitely declared 
that the size of the sewer aa now con­ 
templated— 36-inch 
vitrified pipe on 
each end and 42-inch corrugated iron 
pipe in the center under the railroad 
tracks, would 
be 
sufficient, to take 
care of the water, In view of the fact 
that the quantity will be reduced ap­ 
proximately one-third by several di­ 
versions higher up 
in the drainage 
area.” 


“I could easily recommend a larger 
sewer and bo certain that it would fill 
the bill," McGill said, “but I feel that 
an engineer’s duties require him not 
only to do specified work well but to 
do It as economically as possible. 
I 
am certain that a HG inch sewer will 
handle the water adequately and at 
the sam© time will not be as costly as 
a large sewer.” 
Further discussion by the engineer 
revealed that large Intakes are plan­ 
ned at the mouth of several sewers. 
There are standard Intakes for cer­ 
tain sizes of sewer, I ut here, where 
the rush of water is enormous for 
a short period I ii cl cad of gradual ove 
a longer period, large capacity la de 
mantled In the Intakes. 
Increasing 
them in this instance is believed to 
be one way of avoiding future flood 
conditions. 
The engineer also is considering 
further reducing the cost of the pro 
ject by jacking the sewer through un 
der the railroad, using methods Simi 
lar to those adopted in sewering Pat 
terson Field, Emt Liverpool. 
He explained the seeming incou 
grulty between the 36 inch end pipes 
and the 42-inch center section. 
The 
end pipes will have smooth interiors 
The middle section, or eorrugated 
Iron, will be rough. 
While pointing 
out that he had complete faith In 
the strength of the iron pipe, he ex­ 


plained that the city is additionally 
fortified by the fact that it will he 
possible to reline the iron pipe, lf 
time and wear 
demands, and still 
have a 36-inch 
pipe 
all 
the way 
through. 
The corrugations, he said, 
will not clog the pipe 
in fact, the 
catch basins 
at the mouth of the 
sewer will take care of this problem 
at the outset. 
Tile new method of ja< king the 
pipe through cuts Hie cast of pipe 
installation, the engineer said, vir­ 
tually in half. 
Volume of water flowing Into the 
sewer will he reduced by diversions 
toward the head of the area drained, 
through which water will be shunted 
into McQueen’s run. 
The proposed sewer will have a 31- 
foot fall from the mouth in Seven­ 
teenth and Commerce street to the 
ordinary river stage. 
The engineer 
warned against 
too much velocity, 
recommending a one percent grade. 
Two much velocity will cause the In­ 
terior of the pipe to wear away. 
McGill also quieted any fears as to 
results of floods. 
Actual tests have 
been taken, he said, to prove that 
the ordinary high water stage will 
not hack up the sewer.

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Double-Barreled Law for Aeronautics 
In Ohio Drafted by Bar Association 


Proposal jW ill be Pre­ 
sented to Next Legisla­ 
ture, John A. 
Elden 
Says. 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 7 —A double- 
flammed law for aeronautics In Ohio 
has been worked out for presentation 
to the next legislature, according to 
the aviation comm ittee of the Ohio 
S tate Bar, 
association. 
It was an­ 
nounced here today by John A. Elden, 
Cleveland, president of tho associa­ 
tion. 
One part of the proposal Is to be 
known as the Ohio S tate Air Licens­ 
ing Act and the other tho Ohio State 
I,aw for Aeronautics. 
As the titles 
Indicate one sets up the machinery 
for sta te regulation of aircraft, and 
airmen and the other the conditions 
under which flying is to be permitted 
and establishes liability standards 


*j* 
Among tho provision of tho llcens- 
luf proposal are 
"Aircraft, auy contrivance used for 
flight In tho air except parachutes 
and nafety equipment. 
Airman, any 
Individual who engages In tho naviga­ 
tion, Inspection, overhauling or re ­ 
pairing of aircraft. 
The commission­ 
er of motor vehicles shall adm inister 
tho proposed act; no civil craft shall 
bo flown in Ohio unless It has been 
licensed; 
sta te and federal license 
num bers shall bo displayed on the 
craft; no person shall act as airman 
of any civil craft uuleas he is licens­ 
ed; the commissioner shall causa alt 
airmen to ho examined as to fitness 
every six m onths; all airm en, com­ 
mercial associations and corporations 
shall he bonded not In excess of $10,- 
000 for each passenger space in each 
aircraft used." 
Provisions for A eronauts. 
Provisions of the law for aeronaut­ 
ics Include: 
"Passenger, Includes any person rid­ 
ing In an aircraft but having no part.
